Consensual police 
searches said to still 
be racially biased

Police across the state have made little prog- 
ress combating racial profiling, searching the 
cars of African-American and Latino drivers 
far more often than those of whites. At the 
same time, a decade of studying routine traffic 
stops shows that officers find drugs and other 
contraband more frequently in vehicles driven 
by whites, according to a new report from the 
American Civil Liberties Union of Illinois. 

The study, based on data collected by law 
enforcement, prompted the ACLU to renew 
a long-standing call to end consensual vehicle 
searches, saying that police agencies across 
the state had failed to deal effectively with the 
problem of racially biased searches. 

What’s more, the ACLU said, officers were 
more often than not coming up empty-hand- 
ed during these consensual vehicle searches. 

“What that says to us is that this tool is bro- 
ken and police officers should be barred by 
statute in Illinois or by individual police chiefs 
or city councils [from conducting consensual 
searches},” said Adam Schwartz, a staff attor- 
ney for the ACLU. “Police should not be say- 
ing to somebody, ‘Can I search your car?’” 

The findings in the report point to a trou- 
bling pattern of alleged bias by police depart- 
ments 10 years after the legislature required all 
law enforcement agencies to keep data on ev- 
ery traffic stop as part of an effort to gauge the 
prevalence of racial profiling and to prevent it. 

Officials from some of the law enforcement 
agencies named in the report took issue with 
the findings, saying their officers do not en- 
gage in racial profiling. After Chicago police 
Superintendent Garry McCarthy became the 
city’s top cop in 2011, the department institut- 
ed mandatory training for all officers focusing 
on how they interact with the community, 
department spokesman Marty Maloney said. 

“This is all designed to enhance our com- 
munication with residents about our process- 
es while they are happening and build better 
relationships within the communities that 
they serve,” said Maloney, adding that the de- 
partment had not seen the ACLU report. 

Illinois State Police spokeswoman Mo- 
nique Bond said the agency has taken steps to 
bolster the accountability, training and “cul- 
tural awareness” of its troopers.

cally trained to have reasonable suspicion to 
request consent searches to prevent illegal 
drugs, shootings and other criminal activ- 
ity that continues to invade every interstate, 
roadway, suburb and county within the state 
of Illinois and beyond,” Bond said. 

The report shows that consensual searches 
make up a small percentage of the thousands 
of traffic stops made by law enforcement. 

Still, the report suggests the problem is 
pervasive and stubborn. 


In Chicago, African-American and Latino 
motorists were more than four times more 
likely to have their vehicles searched during 
traffic stops last year than white motorists, 
even though officers found contraband in the 
vehicles of twice as many white drivers, ac- 
cording to the report. In 2007, by comparison, 
African-American and Latino motorists were 
nearly three times more likely to be searched 
than white motorists.

no motorists were about 24 times more likely 
than white motorists to consent to a search in 
2013, compared with nearly three times more 
in 2004.

Floating swimming pool to 
dock at 31st Street Harbor

Chicago’s newest harbor at 31st Street has 
filled less than half its boat slips, but it’s about 
to make a splash. 

A floating swimming pool, a pool deck and 
washroom facilities are under construction, 
and a floating restaurant is planned for the 
city’s harbor, now in its third season. 

In fact, crews removed a few boat slips 
from the harbor, which opened in 2012, to 
install the pool, deck and bathrooms—all of

which are on the same dock. 

A harbor manager said that doesn’t mean 
they’re getting out of the boat-docking busi- 
ness. 

“We are continuing to try to attract more 
boaters there,” said Scott Stevenson, vice 
president of Westrec Marinas, which man- 
ages the city’s harbor system. 

The pricetag for the new pool and bath- 
rooms is pegged at $1.6 million and was paid 
for by revenue bonds to be repaid with boater 
fees. The pool deck will be furnished with 
lounge chairs and cabanas, and the bathrooms 
will be operational in the coming days, while 


the pool is expected to be completed in the 
next two weeks, Stevenson said. 

Boaters who dock at the harbor won't have 
to pay to use the pool and bathrooms; rather, 
use of the facilities are included in their slip 
fees, Stevenson said. Residents and tourists 
who don’t own boats must fork over $12 for 
a one-day guest pass or $240 for an annual 
membership, he said. 

Steps away from the harbor, it’s free to dip 
your toes in the lake at 31st Street beach. But 
the $12 fee to use the new pool is fair, said 
Alyce Scott as she sat on the sand. “I would 
probably try it just to try something differ-

ent,” said Scott, 26, of Hyde Park. 

The park district runs dozens of pools 
across the city and there is no entrance fee to 
hop in the pools. 

Plans are in the works, too, for a restaurant 
at the harbor. The Chicago Park District, the 
umbrella city agency that oversees the har- 
bors, is awaiting proposals to design, build 
and operate the restaurant. There’s no pri- 
cetag for the restaurant, officials say, but the 
plan is to build it next to the pool, Stevenson 
said. The eatery will be open to the public. 

At the northern end of the harbor, next to 
the beach, boaters and others can now grab 


food and drinks at the Pier 31 beachfront res- 
taurant and bar. 


The floating pool measures 20 feet by 
55 feet and is believed to be one of only a hand- 
ful of floating swimming pools in the country, 
Stevenson said. 

That includes a swimming pool in a float- 
ing barge docked at Barretto Point Park in the 
Bronx. Last year, Baltimore unveiled a harbor 
revitalization plan that included a floating 
swimming pool. A floating public swimming 
pool rests in the harbor on a river in Berlin. 
And don’t forget about that proposal in June 
to bring a floating entertainment venue with a 
swimming pool to Lake Michigan. 

The idea to bring that floating feature to 
Chicago came after Stevenson saw a swim- 
ming pool at the Alton Marina downstate near 
St. Louis. 

“T really liked the concept and thought that 
would be an amenity both the community and 
boaters would really enjoy,” he said. 

Brittany Thornton said she would check 
out the pool, especially since she’s at the 
harbor often on her friend’s boat. “A floating 
pool? That sounds cool,” said Thornton, 28, 
who lives in Bronzeville. “I’ve never seen any- 
thing like it.” 

The $103 million harbor, with roughly 
350 of its 1,000 boats slips in use, isn’t just a 
parking spot for watercraft. 

The harbor, which was funded by boater 
fees, features a playground with a climbing 
wall, an indoor parking garage topped with a 
63,000-square-foot green roof used as a pic- 
nic area and a public fishing dock. 

At 31st Street Harbor, boaters pay a 
mooring rate of $108 per foot to dock at a 
35-foot stall plus a 7 percent city tax for a to- 
tal of $4,044 for the season, which runs from 
May 1 to Oct. 31. A moratorium on the 25 per- 
cent non-resident surcharge is in effect. 

The city’s 10 harbors count 6,000 boat 
spots, but officials were not able to provide 
details on how many of those spots are taken. 

Despite not being fully occupied, the har- 
bors bring a chunk of money—$24.2 mil- 
lion—into the park district’s coffers, accord- 
ing to its $425.6 million budget for 2014. 

Overall, revenue from harbor fees were es- 
timated this year to be 3.6 percent lower than

last year and 12 percent lower compared with 
2012, according to the park budget. 

Friends of the Parks president Cassandra 
Francis had a few concerns about the project, 
such as using revenue bonds at a time when 
harbor revenues are declining and charging 
the public a fee when most pools are free. She 
also questioned what will be done to the pool 
during the winter and how the park district 
plans to protect it during extreme weather, 
she said. 

Aside from anchoring up to the “playpen” 
party scene near Navy Pier, the 31st Street 
Harbor could be the next cool spot to hang 
out on the water. 

“It’s going to give a new destination to boat- 
ers,” said Greer Bickley, owner of Carefree 
Boat Club in Chicago, which gives its mem- 
bers access to its fleet of 10 boats docked at 
the harbor. 

To John Gibbs, who owns Chicago Water 
Sport Rentals at that dock, the location is a 
sweet spot. The new amenities of a pool and 
restaurant, he said, “makes it more of a real 
harbor waterfront destination.”

But it wasn’t as bad as 2011, when it cost 
roughly $800,000 to repair Grant Park after 
three inches of rain soaked festgoers, O’Neill 
said. 

Representatives from C3 and the park dis- 
trict as well as an independent third-party 
contractor assessed the condition of Grant 
Park before and after the festival. 

Under the terms of the concert agree- 
ment, C3 is responsible for picking up the

repair tab. 

A budget, timeline and plan for repair— 
including soiling, sodding, seeding and aera- 
tion—have been created, according to a 
statement C3 Presents issued Tuesday. But 
neither C3 nor the park district indicated 
when that stretch of the park would be re- 
opened. 

“While we expect the repairs to happen 
quickly, it takes time for sod/seed to take 
root ensuring the lifespan of good grass, 
and we respectfully ask for patience to en- 
sure that Grant Park is restored to, or im- 
proved from, its pre-festival condition,” the 
C3 statement said. 

The damage from Lollapalooza was pri- 


marily turf damage at Hutchinson ancl 
Butler fields where headliners played on 
big stages, O’Neill said. Lower Hurehinson 
Field usually bears the brunt of the damage 
because the area is sunken and holds water, 
he said. 

The wear and tear from thousands of pen- 
ple stomping all over Grant Park gets worse 
when it rains because the soil is morg suseep- 
tible to getting tossed around, he sail. 

In addition to picking up the restaration 
tab, C3 pays for additional improvements tn 
Grant Park, such as new trees, bushes ancl 
gardens, O’Neill said.

Crisis centers get more 
Calls after Williams death 


By Megan Crepeau | REDEYE 

Local crisis organizations are seeing an in- 
creased volume of calls in the wake of Robin 
Williams’ apparent suicide Monday—and 
professionals are hoping the tragedy will 
help people talk frankly about suicide and 
mental illness. 

“It certainly resonates with people and 
they call in,” said Chris Carroll, vice presi- 
dent of crisis and justice services at Commu- 
nity Counseling Centers of Chicago. “You 
have a high-profile person, a well-liked in- 
dividual ... [people think] if it can happen to 
him, it can happen to anyone. When people 
hear that, they’ll be like, ‘Oh, I’m experienc- 
ing that too.’” 

Carroll said Williams’ suicide had prompt- 
ed older adults to call, rather than teens or 
young adults. 

“We probably get adults, in general, be- 
cause they knew his career,” said Carroll, who 
said he is a fan of Williams’ work. 

The Illinois chapter of the American Foun- 
dation for Suicide Prevention, based in Evan- 
ston, receives a “dramatic” increase in inter- 
est after a prominent celebrity suicide, said 
Rachelle Jervis, the Illinois Area Director of 


Oscar-winning actor Robin Williams hanged 
himself in his California home and died 
by asphyxia, a coroner said Tuesday, bas- 


ing the statement on preliminary findings.

“Whenever something happens, this or 
anything else, I definitely think there’s an ef- 
fect,” she said. “Whenever anything brings 
mental illness to the public table, I get more 
contacts personally.” 

Neither organization provided specific 
statistics on the number of calls coming into 
their organizations. 

A high-profile celebrity death can be an op- 
portunity to educate people about suicide and 
destigmatize mental illness, Jervis said. She 
encourages people whose loved ones express 
suicidal thoughts to contact a crisis hotline, 
call 911 or even take that person to the emer- 


gency room. 
“If a person talks about taking their life, 
that should always be taken seriously,” she 
said. “If you think someone’s having a heart 
attack, you don’t wait to see if you’re right.”

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Sylvia Fowles’ passions 
extend beyond the court— 


to the funeral home

Think back to the last time you got a haircut. 

Picture sitting in the chair and the stylist 
taking scissors and a comb to your hair. 

For some of you reading this, remember 
the manicure that followed the haircut. 

Now imagine all that as a dead person. 

That’s where Sylvia Fowles comes in. 

The Sky center is returning to school in 
September to continue working toward an as- 
sociate’s degree in funeral services. 

You read that correctly. The two-time 
Olympic gold medalist, three-time WNBA 
All-Star and reigning league Defensive Player 
of the Year is studying to become a mortician. 
What started as a desire to prep the dead by 
doing their hair and makeup for funerals has 
transformed into something more. 

“My original plan was to become [a mortu- 
ary beautician} and do hair, nails, makeup and 
dress,” Fowles said. “And then I started taking 
courses online and found out that you have to 
learn about the embalming process and learn 
about all the body parts. I was like ‘Why not 
learn how to do everything?’ That’s just another 
opportunity for me to be that good at my job.” 

This isn’t a spur-of-the-moment decision, 
either. It’s something she has considered 
since she was 9 years old. 

“When my grandma passed, for some rea- 
son the grandkids thought it would be a good 
idea to give her a last kiss while she was in the 
casket,” Fowles said. “When I gave her a kiss, 
my lips itched for the whole service. Ever since 
that day, I told my mom they didn’t do some- 
thing right, and that I would go into [the fu- 
neral services industry] and make sure I would 
[prep] people right so their face didn’t itch.” 

What could have been a traumatic experi- 
ence for most children was fascinating for the 
Miami native who saw herself as “a weird kid.” 

“T didn’t do the norm {as a kid}],” she said. 
“I wasn’t outside playing sports. I wasn’t out 
running with my friends. I was in the house

Those feelings toward the dead aren’t 
shared among some of Fowles’ teammates. 

“It is kind of creepy,” Sasha Goodlett said. 
“But as creepy as it is, it’s a really courageous job, 
and it kind of fits with Syl’s personality in trying 
to give to others and be there for other people.” 

Goodlett, who started at center for the 
Sky while Fowles recovered from hip surgery, 
sees a smooth transition when her teammate 
hangs up her sneakers. 

“Tt really does fit her personality, just for the 
simple fact that Syl can be goofy but can also 
be really serious,” she said. “I feel like with 
that profession, there are times when you’re 
going to have to put a smile on someone’s face 
and times when you need to be serious. 

“Anytime there’s a death in the family, it 
really brings out the worst in some families 
and the best in others. When it brings out the 
worst, she'll be able to settle everyone down 
and remind them why they’re there, and when 
it brings out the best, she’ll be able to keep

them in a joyful spirit.” 

Fowles’ personality and willingness to help 
others are something her mother, Arrittio, 
pointed out when asked about her daughter’s 
post-basketball pursuits. 

“Syl has always been on the quiet side,” Ar- 
rittio Fowles said. “She likes her alone time. 
She also likes giving back, and I guess this 
field offers the best of both worlds. She'll get 
to work alone while also helping families with 
the grieving process.” 

Arrittio Fowles added that she doesn’t

Fowles said. “That stuff piques my interest. 
.. ’m that gutty person. I want to see every- 
thing.

“People will be dying to see me,” Fowles 
said, joking.

To most Chicagoans, alleys don’t have a great 
reputation—they reek of trash, attract un- 
wanted attention and aren’t an ideal place to 
hang out after dark. But when Tristan Hum- 
mel looks down an alley, he sees endless pos- 
sibilities: a fashion show runway, a pop-up art 
gallery and a happy hour hot spot. 

The 27-year-old is the programs manager 
and curator for the Chicago Loop Alliance, an 
organization that creates unique urban expe- 
riences in the Loop. 

This summer that means heading CLA’s 
ACTIVATE series, a project that brings art 
installations, live music, drinks and people 
to the Loop’s otherwise unused alleyways. 
The series is hosted one night each month 
through October, and each event boasts a dif- 
ferent lineup: DJs and live performances, laser 
and light shows, a fashion runway and a giant 
inflatable blob are just a few of the highlights. 

There’s a name for Hummel’s work—it’s 
called placemaking.

“It’s the idea that a space becomes a place 
when there are memories attached to it,” 
Hummel explained. “Why is your living room 
cozy and comfortable? It’s because of the 
memories and family and things you’ve cre- 
ated around it that make it so interesting.” 

Of course, there’s a business model behind 
the emotional attachment, too. When you get 
people to spend more time in a place, they’re 
more likely to spend money there as well. 

When he was just a sophomore at the 
School of the Art Institute of Chicago, Hum- 
mel made the most mundane space a place 
when he transformed a CTA train into an ar- 
tistic gallery dubbed Art on Track. 

For six consecutive years, Hummel rented 
out CTA trains and transformed them into 
mobile art galleries for an evening. The wild 
idea garnered national attention and put 
Hummel’s creative mind on the map. 

It was also in college that Hummel realized 
his calling wasn’t necessarily to be an artist 
himself, but to help artists get their work in 
front of the public. 


“I thought I was a really great artist when I 
went to that school,” said Hummel, who stud- 
ied 3-D animation. “But the kids who went to 
that school are phenomenal. I became much 
more interested in the artists than my own 
artwork.” 

There was just one problem: Young artists 
didn’t have many places to display their work. 
Sure, there are art galleries sprinkled all over 
the city, but Hummel encountered art and 
artists that didn’t belong on the white walls of 
a gallery. He looked to unconventional spaces, 
like the CTA, for other options. 

“Not everyone’s art is suitable to that situ- 
ation,” Hummel said. “I think there’s a lot of 
room for white gallery space, but there’s all of 
this unexplored public space.” 

Of course, not all of his out-of-the-box 
ideas pan out. As a college student, Hummel 
was commissioned to put art in nightclubs — 
something he swears he’ll never do again. He 
hung art-equipped viewfinders from chains 
on metals poles at Sound Bar. In theory, club- 
goers could look peer through the devices

as they socialized—but that’s not what hap- 
pened. 

“The minute you put silver poles on a club 
floor is the minute all of these half-naked 
chicks start gyrating on them,” Hummel 
laughed. “They were shaking the poles, and 
the artwork was shook to pieces by these re- 
ally aggressively underdressed ladies.” 

In order to keep his bank account afloat af- 
ter graduation, Hummel picked up a job flip- 
ping burgers at Kuma’s Corner. 

“I was a poor character fit,” Hummel 
laughed about his stint in food service. “I met 
the owner, and the first thing he said was, ‘I 
{bleeped]} your mother,’ and I just told him, 
‘Well, ’'m glad to finally meet my father.’ That 


was the extent of our interaction ever.”

“A barge—I really want to do a show on 
a giant barge. Could you imagine going 
down the river with art, and you could 
stop at Navy Pier? It would be really 
interesting.”

“I’m rapidly evolving into a full-blown 
adult, where I’m buying furniture and not 
inheriting it, though plenty of stuff in my 
apartment has been found in an alley.”

In 2011, he created Built Festival, a three- 
day event that turned a Wicker Park parking 
lot into a mini city of art-filled shipping con- 
tainers. More than 100 local artists were in- 
vited to take over a container and display their 
work at no cost. 

CLA was just one group involved with Built 
Festival. Later, when they needed an art cura- 
tor to join their team, Hummel came to mind. 

For the past three years, Hummel has been 
tasked with bringing artistic programs and 
large-scale installations to the Loop. His ap- 
proach manages to keep his co-workers im- 
pressed. 

“He has the ability to find artists that can 
take art and color and transform the street’s 
energy,” said Marla Gamze, CLA’s marketing 
director. “His inspiration creates change, and 
that change creates a great vibe on the street, 
which is what we’re aiming for.” 

One of his most daunting projects was 
Color Jam, an installation at the intersection 
of State and Adams streets, which splashed vi- 
brant colors all over the sidewalks, crosswalks 
and buildings surrounding the area. Hum- 
mel consulted the buildings’ tenants, city and 
federal officials, the Chicago Department of 
Transportation and various utility companies 
before the project could come to life. 

“All this stuff has to be permitted and reg- 
ulated, and it’s really a complex thing to navi- 
gate,” Hummel said. “But ideally, all of those 
restrictions can drive the creative force.” 

There are two things that motivate Hum- 
mel’s success: watching people experience his 
projects and exposing artists who might not 
reach the public otherwise, he said. 


“I want to create experiences that open 
doors for artists beyond that experience—get 
them to the next step or help them achieve 
something,” he explained. 

But it’s after an artist’s installation is re- 
vealed that Hummel really get to enjoy his 
hard work. 

“Tt’s such a rush,” Hummel said about 
watching the public interact with art. “People 
either love it or hate it. But even if they hate 
it, at least you illicit some kind of emotion 
and people are thinking about it.”

Strand of Oaks continues 
his uninhibited reflections

“Heal,” the ultra-personal new album from 
Timothy Showalter’s Strand of Oaks, 
doubles as a soundtrack to the musician’s 
life, tracing his evolution from Smash- 
ing Pumpkins-worshiping teen (the free- 
wheeling, guitar-driven “Goshen ’97”) to 
conflicted adult relying on the music of Ja- 
son Molina to ward off depression (“JM”). 
“Most of my memories are linked to music,” 
said Indiana-native Showalter, 32, by phone 
from his home in Philadelphia. “I put on ‘Sunny 
Day Real Estate’ the other day ... and I hadn't 
heard it for about six years, and it instantly

took me there. It was like a time machine.” 


You adopted a true-to-life approach with 
“Heal.” Did you find that reflected in the 
media you consumed during recording? 
Were you reading more autobiographies or 
watching more documentaries? 

I was so [bleeping] crazy and in my head that 
I don’t remember a lot of what I was doing. 
But I do know on the darker nights I would 
fall asleep ... watching Richard Pryor’s “Live 
on the Sunset Strip.” I think I watched it 
150 times while making this record. When I 


get really sad, that’s the only thing that brings 


me back. That and McChickens. 


limagine documentary subjects experience 
some discomfort when they see themselves 
on screen. Do you have a similar sensation 
when you listen back to the record now? 
I’m going to go really nerdy on you. Vikings 
in the past would make these runestones — 
stone monuments that documented normal 
things that happened, like, “Today we cut 
down trees. One guy died in the river. We 
built a canoe.” For some reason they put 
them up all over just to mark the places 
they'd been. In my head the other night, I 
was like, ““Heal’ is my Viking runestone.” 

It absolutely is a time capsule of whatever 
was going on in my mind this past fall. | now 
forever have a document of that time, and I 
feel good about it. 


You spend a lot of time on the record 
dwelling on your faults. Do you find that 
easier than discussing things you’ve accom- 
plished? 

Man, we’re just laying down on the old couch 
right now. I have this thing—I don’t know 

if it’s a Midwestern tic or what—but you’re 
never allowed to brag about yourself. I can’t 


stand being around people like that anyway, 
but I’ve taken it to the extreme where ’m 


quick to make myself the butt of the joke so 

I feel more comfortable in a social setting or 
an interview. I’m confident in what I do, but 
it’s hard to express that outside the action of 
making an album or playing [a concert}. 


Growing up in small-town Indiana, were you 
required to worship John Mellencamp? 
{Laughs.]} I’m choosing to plead the Fifth on 
our patron saint because ... I still want to sell 
tickets in Hoosierland. “Scarecrow” has its 
moments, but there was someone up in New 
Jersey that did it a little bit better, so Pll leave 
it at that. 


There’s a strong Chicago connection on the 
record between the mentions of Smashing 


Pumpkins and Jason Molina. 

A lot of people forget I was only, like, two 
hours from Chicago; I could see the glowing 
lights of culture on the horizon growing up. 
I'd go there with my family when I was little, 
and later I’d sneak out with friends to go to 
shows there at Fireside Bowl. I was always 
in Chicago, and it still feels very close to me. 
I’m surprised I’ve never lived there. I’d still 
like to someday. 


Billy Corgan has been heavily involved in 
professional wrestling as of late. Do you think 
you could take him in the ring? 

{Laughs.} No way. He’s gotta be like 6’5” [or] 
6’6”. I’ve seen pictures of that guy holding a 
Strat, and his hands can wrap around it like 
four times. I’m a tough mother[beeper], but 

I think he’s got the reach on me. And he’s got 


that anger. I don’t have that much anger in me. 


Were you much of an athlete growing up? 

I was a pretty decent basketball player, and 

I liked to hit people so I think I would have 
been a good football player. My grandpa was 
an old-school farmer, and the most we ever 
talked about feelings together was when he 
said, “Well, Tim, if you ever get sad, just lift 
some weights or go out and get some air and 
you'll feel better.” That was worth hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of therapy. I get a lot 
of emails from people who like my music, and 
they send some pretty honest and personal 
messages about tough times in their lives. 
The only thing I can ever tell them is get the 
[bleep] off of Facebook ... and go on a walk or 
ajog. You'll feel a thousand times better.

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Drake and Lil Wayne 


bring feelings, fireworks

About five hours before the “Drake vs. Lil 
Wayne” summer tour hit suburban Tinley 
Park, my girlfriend and I broke up. That 
meant I would now be spending an evening 
with the patron saint of sensitivity at the 
height of an emotional time. It could get 
ugly. What would usually be a fun concert 
experience now had the potential of becom- 
ing a ripped-from-a-bad-’90s-show situation: 
“True Life: I Attended a Drake Concert 
Right After a Breakup.” 

Personal turmoil aside, the concert itself 
(some 25,000 attendees strong, according 
to a First Midwest Bank Amphitheatre staff 
member I spoke to) was a doozy. The Young 
Money/Cash Money/OVO contingent came 
to town with a metric ton of hits—and 
chips on their shoulders. Drake and Wayne 
competed in a staged contest that was more 
“Street Fighter II” than “8 Mile.” That isn’t 
a stretch; the tour actually partnered with 
Capcom, the makers of “Street Fighter,” to 
provide art and video clips. Concertgoers 
could download an app that would determine 
everything from who went on first to tallying 
votes for who was “winning” the fight. 

The back and forth was one of the show’s 
highlights. In a world where fans spend all 
day poring over perceived slights, it can be 
refreshing to hear two great rappers openly 
talk smack to each other, even if you know 
it’s alla ruse. Drake had jabs all over the 
place, but Wayne roasted him alive with lines 
like, “Look, Chicago, I’ve been doing this 
[bleep] since he was in that wheelchair,” a 
wonderful nod to Drake’s “Degrassi” past. 

On the local front, Drake did a slowed- 
down version of local rapper Spenzo’s amaz- 
ing “Wife Er” while also referencing “Live 
and Die in Chicago,” a new track from Kanye 
West collaborator King Louie. Drake also 
performed his verse from Lil Reese’s “Us.” 
While Lil Wayne hasn't done any real work 
with a Chicago act in awhile, would it have 
been so hard for him to reference Boo and 
Gotti, two Chicago rappers who were signed 
to Cash Money back when that wasn’t a thing 
everyone from Fred Durst to Paris Hilton 
to the guy who delivers my mail could do? 
Maybe just give us a little bit of “Ain’t It Man” 
next time, Weezy. 

Some inevitably will compare this co- 
headlining tour with that other co-head- 
lining, bold-named rap show, aka Jay Z and 
Kanye West’s “Watch The Throne.” There’s

little point in comparing them, but if we’re 
talking strictly on enthusiasm, both from the 
crowd and the entertainers, I’d give the nod 
to Drake vs. Lil Wayne. Last night’s show was 
everything that “WTT” wasn't: a tight, direct 
thrill ride that accomplishes the noble task 
of cramming in as many hit songs as possible 
into 150 minutes. Everything from mixtape 
tracks like Drake’s “Draft Day Freestyle” 

and “We Made It” to classics like “A Milli,” 
“Worst Behavior,” and Wayne’s “Lollipop” 
were tackled. The duo played more than 

50 songs, and that’s not counting the mock- 
halftime “battle” segment between Drake 
and Wayne’s DJs. That whole thing comes off 
as just a flimsy excuse to play whatever local 
hit will pop the crowd that night. And Bobby 
Shmurda’s “Hot N***a.” 

The fun show was a welcome distraction 
from earlier events, even if a heightened 
emotional state can put any concertgoer at 
the mercy of Drake’s musical M.O. I danced, 
I yelled all of the adlibs (“Metropo-lis!” 
“Damn, I look good!”) during Drake’s remix 
of the Migos hit “Versace” and generally 
managed to not lose my cool. Well, save for 
when Drake did “Find Your Love,” when 
Wayne did “I’m Single” and when I embar- 
rassingly screamed Wayne’s entire verse from 
Chris Brown’s not-so-kind-to-the-ladies (but 
somehow still a hit anyway) tune “Loyal.” 

I’m not proud of that last one.

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Spoon digs in with 
new album, member

After more than 20 years of activity, Britt 
Daniel and his band Spoon, who played Lol- 
lapalooza earlier this month, have cultivated 
such a reputation for consistency that it’s 
tempting to overstate any shift in the group’s 
carefully managed ecosystem. 

Yet Spoon’s new album reflects moves that 
seem truly significant for the band, which 
formed in Austin, Texas, in 1993 and went 
on to make seven increasingly acclaimed re- 
cords before going on a brief hiatus following 
2010's “Transference.” 

Released Aug. 5, “They Want My Soul” is 
the group’s first album since Daniel moved to 
Los Angeles in 2011. It features anew member 
(keyboardist and guitarist Alex Fischel), and 
two high-profile producers the band hadn't 
used before. 

And after a decade-plus run on the proudly 
independent Merge Records, “They Want My 
Soul” marks Spoon’s fresh relationship with 
Loma Vista Recordings, an L.A.-based com- 
pany with ties to the major-label system Dan- 
iel once abhorred. 

“We took a break, and when you come back 
from a break, you have a lot of new ideas,” the 
singer said recently. “This just felt like a time 
to make a change.” 

The jolt paid off: With its juicy melodies, 
enigmatic lyrics and imaginative arrange- 
ments, “They Want My Soul” is Spoon’s 
strongest album yet, something rarely (if ever) 


said about a band’s eighth record. The basic 
approach sticks to the template Daniel and 
drummer Jim Eno devised more than 20 years 
ago: slashing guitar licks and Daniel’s parched 
singing over taut grooves that suggest a kind 
of post-punk R&B. 

“T wanted this to be a visceral record,” Dan- 
iel, 43, said. “The idea was ‘inventive’ but not 
too brainy.” 

Daniel knew that he wanted new surround- 
ings, too; he chose L.A. over New York be- 
cause here he could more easily “make noise 
in my house.” In 2012, he formed another 
project, Divine Fits, with Dan Boeckner of 
the indie-rock band Wolf Parade; eventually 
they made an album and toured together. 

Yet Daniel never doubted that he’d return 
to Spoon, which he did last year accompanied 
by Fischel, who'd performed live with Divine 
Fits. Daniel played keyboards on earlier Spoon 
records, but “there’s certain things he can do 
that I can’t do,” the singer said, such as play so- 
los that don’t just sound like showing off. 

Like most artists, Daniel claimed to be less 
concerned with the commercial than with the 
creative. But he didn’t deny that one affects 
the other. 

“Success brings benefits, and you start to 
think that you can throw money at your prob- 
lems, or you can delegate,” he said. “But at 
some point you still have to make the record. 
And I think that’s why we’re good. We spend 
the time to do it right.”

t’s fitting that Steven Strafford will begin his one-man show “Methtacular!” at 


the Wit Theater in Lakeview this month. More than a decade ago, when Straf- 


ford was in his early 20s, he was fired from that very same theater space (then named 


the Bailiwick) because the meth addiction he speaks of in his new solo performance 


piece had by that point completely wrecked his life. 


Brooklyn-born and New Jersey bred, Strafford 
moved to Chicago in 2000 at age 22 to break 
into theater and quickly found himself im- 
mersed in the city’s underground culture of sex 
and drugs. He moved home several years later 
to begin the recovery process and has since en- 
joyed a successful career as an actor including 
roles in “Spamalot,” among many others. 

Several years ago, Strafford decided to put 
pen to paper and write down his pain. With the 
help of director Adam Fitzgerald, “Methtacu- 
lar!” debuted at the Cincinnati Fringe Festival 
in 2012 before enjoying a successful run in New 
York later that year. This month marks its Chi- 
cago (where Strafford now lives) debut as part 
of About Face Theatre’s fall lineup. 

Ever the showman, Strafford eases the ten- 
sion of what is at times a harrowing account 
of his downward spiral at the hands of crystal 
meth by combining song, humor and masterful 
storytelling. Just think “This American Life” 


meets “Cabaret” meets “Postcards from the 
Edge.” 


His elevator pitch for ‘Methtacular?’: “The 
show is an honest story of my three years as a 
crystal meth addict with a lot of jokes, some 
‘{The} Facts of Life’ references, opinions about 
Angela Lansbury, a game show, original music 
and ultimately, and hopefully, a catharsis for 
you. I’ve already had mine.” 


Why many of the show’s toughest moments 
are recounted through song: “I grew up on 
musicals. I used to make my younger brother 
play all of the parts I didn’t want in ‘1776’ and 

I played all the other ones. I figured out [the 
way] to feel things is through musicals. Also, 
when you're in the constraints of writing lyrics, 
there’s no room for anything but the truth.” 


How ‘Methtacular!’ avoids being preachy: “To 


be quite honest, I don’t think I ever say in the 
show you shouldn't do crystal meth. I give a 
lot of reasons why it can lead you down a road 
that’s not so great, but I think it’s everyone’s 
personal choice what they can handle and 
what they’re willing to risk in their lives. I do 
think it’s evenhanded.” 


Where gay male culture could stand to 
improve: “There was a time where being gay 
meant feeling your feelings, and I feel 
like that is not encouraged very 

much today, It is ‘look good’ 

rather than ‘feel good.’ I’m 
appreciative of anyone with 

a great body, but I don’t feel 

like it should be the end-all. 

You can’t be beautiful with- 

out going through ugly first.” 


Why he’s happy to be back in 

Chicago: “My fiance and I are very 

happy to be making our lives here. I’m thrilled 
and hopeful that I'll be a part of this theater 
community because I love it. I spent 10 years 
comparing New York to Chicago, searching 
for that feeling of community. Chicago actors 
are just as ambitious, but when you're doing 


the work here, you're thrilled and grateful.” 


Favorite fan moment thus far: “At the second 
show at the Cincinnati Fringe Fest, there was 
a woman in the audience who just looked like 
she was having the worst time. She looked 
like she smelled someone’s passed gas. It 
was rough. The next day we went and saw 
another show and that woman walked past 
and I said to my director [Adam Fitzgerald], 
‘There’s that woman from last night 
who hated the show’ She turned 
around, opens her mouth to 
speak and cries, and I mean 
she sobbed. She gave me this 
huge hug and held onto me 
avery long time. When she 
pulled herself together she 
said, ‘I just wanted to tell you 
I loved your show. My son is 
in recovery and this is the first 


time I’ve been able to laugh about it.’ 


I learned two things: One is that my show 
had legs to really make a difference in some 
people’s lives, and two is that I’m the worst 
judge of an audience.”

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A ‘Call of Duty’ for 
the next generation

Laser guns, cloaking devices and walk- 
ing tanks? This isn’t your father’s “Call of 


Duty”—it’s more like your unborn grandson’s. 


After several installments set around the 
present day, “Call of Duty: Advanced War- 
fare,” set for a Nov. 4 release, is leaping four 
decades ahead into a robot-filled dystopian 
future that vaguely resembles a recent Tom 
Cruise sci-fi flick. 

But instead of Cruise, “Advanced War- 
fare’s” single-player campaign stars Kevin 
Spacey in a supercharged version of his 
conniving Frank Underwood from “House 
of Cards.” Spacey provides the remark- 
ably lifelike face and voice behind Jonathan 
Irons, the head of a private military con- 
tractor rushing to take advantage of global 
chaos caused by a series of terrorist attacks 
on nuclear reactors. The futuristic digs 
and inclusion of an A-lister like Spacey are 
signs that this round of Activision’s annual 


military-themed shooter has the ambition 
desperately lacking from last year’s “Call of 
Duty: Ghosts.” Faithful to its name, “Ghosts” 
was a hollowed-out shell of a game that 
earned mixed reviews. 

But Sledgehammer Games, a new devel- 
oper to the franchise, appears to be on track 
with “Advanced Warfare.” I got a couple of 
hours of hands-on time with the all-impor- 
tant competitive multiplayer mode last week 
and came away with a few impressions: 


All the wonderful toys 

Each soldier is outfitted with an exoskeleton 
suit, enabling them to tap into abilities like 
an energy shield or cloaking device. You can 
choose rifles that shoot beams of heat and 
“smart grenades” that seek out your oppo- 
nents. In other words, “Advance Warfare” 
trades in some of the gritty realism of past 
entries for an arsenal of high-tech gadgets 
that’ll make Google jealous. 


Fast and furious 

The exoskeleton also grants your character 
the ability to run faster, dodge incoming fire 
and pull off Derrick Rose-like leaps, turning 
formerly conventional firefights into a deadly 
ballet of frantic movement. Death matches 
are more unpredictable because your enemy 
could just as easily be flying above you in- 
stead of approaching from ground level. 


Custom everything 

“Advanced Warfare” features a freakish 
amount of customization. In addition to the 
usual mix of choices of weapons, gear and 
abilities, you can play virtual dress-up with

your soldier from a variety of helmets, gloves, 
vests, pants—even knee guards. 


Call of duty basketball? 


Speaking of Derrick Rose, the interest- 

ing thing about Uplink—one of “Advanced 
Warfare’s” two new modes — is that it plays 
alot like a game of hoops. Two teams each 
try to advance a glowing sphere to an “uplink 
point” by tossing it or by jumping in with 

the ball. Of course, since it’s “Call of Duty,” 
you're still using guns —which would be a 
pretty drastic foul in the NBA.

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Nelsan Ellis in ‘True Blood’ 


‘True Blood’ star’s 
bittersweet goodbye

When actor Nelsan Ellis signed on to play 
the fabulously flamboyant fry cook Lafayette 
Reynolds in HBO’s supernatural series “True 
Blood,” his character—and his contract—had 
an expiration date. 

If the show, which is based on Charlaine 
Harris’ wildly popular “Southern Vampire” 
book series, followed its literary lineage, La- 
fayette was to be killed in the first minute of 
Season 2. 

“I thought I was dead and gone,” Ellis, a 
Harvey native, said with a laugh during a recent 
phone interview. “I wasn’t even supposed to be 
a series regular. My contract was for seven out 
of 12 episodes, and then I was supposed to die.” 

Not until the table read of Season 1’s final 
episode—the last episode in which he would 
have lines—did Ellis know that TV Lafayette 
was being spared. 

“It was totally due to Nelsan’s perfor- 
mance,” show creator Alan Ball said of keep- 
ing Lafayette alive. “I knew when we were 
filming his first scene .... I had scripted some 
pretty specific things and he stuck to those, 
but he was also throwing in stuff of his own, 
like him calling everybody ‘Hooker.’ He had 
worked with the makeup designer and the 
costume designer to come up with his whole 
approach, and it was so fresh and fun and hi- 
larious. I was just watching that scene happen 


and I went, “There is no way we can kill this 
guy. He is too good.’” 

Stephen Moyer, who plays vampire Bill 
Compton in “True Blood,” agreed: “I remem- 
ber watching Nelsan improvise during the pi- 
lot with my mouth agape at how brilliant he 
was. I turned to Alan Ball and said, “You can’t 
kill him, he’s a genius.’” 

Seven seasons later, Lafayette’s still alive. 
For now. 

The show will take its final bow Aug. 24. 
While the last season’s blood bath has includ- 
ed some major characters, Ellis’ Lafayette has 
remained a central protagonist with a robust 
storyline that features him finding love and, 
maybe, happiness at long last. 

As “True Blood” rounds the bases, Ellis, 
35, is far from slowing down. This month, 
he’s lighting up the big screen as singer and 
bandleader Bobby Byrd in the James Brown 
biopic “Get On Up.” Next year, Ellis hopes 
to help mount another production with the 
Chicago-based Collective Theatre Company, 
which he co-founded and directed its inaugu- 
ral show, 2012’s “HooDoo Love.”
